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NAVAL RESERVE BILL IS 
BROUGHT TO THE FORE 





Acting Secretary Roosevelt 
and Naval Officers 
Give Testimony 





COMMITTEE DISCUSSES IT 





HAT might be termed a round-table 

discussion of the Naval Reserve bill 
was started before the sub-committee on 
Naval Affairs of the Senate, of which 
Senator Oddie is chairman, on March 12 
It was led by Col. Theodore Roosevelt, 
Acting Secretary of the Navy, who is tak- 
ing a personal interest in the bill. Among 
others who are participating in the con- 
sideration of the bill, which will be con- 
tinued until the first of next week, are 
Rear Adm. J. L. Latimer, Judge Advo- 
cate General of the Navy; Capt. Richard 
H. Leigh, Assistant Chief, Bureau of 
Navigation; Capt. Charles F. Macklin 
president of the Naval Reserve Officers’ 
Association; Commodore Fry of New 
York, and R. W. White, chief yeoman, 


representing the Fleet Reserve Associa- 
tion of Enlisted Men. 
It was explained by Col. Roosevelt, 


Adm, Latimer and Reserve officers pres- 
ent that the bill pending before the com- 
mittee was the result of conferences and 
discussions that had been participated in 
by Regular officers and Reserve officers 
practically ever since the war. It was 
generally agreed that under existing law 
the Naval Reserve could not be developed. 
The central idea of the bill was to de- 
velop a force of Naval Reserves which 
could supplement the Regular force in 
mobilizing the entire fleet. In going over 
the efforts that have been made to get to- 
gether on the provisions of the bill it is 
stated that the first board was appointed 
by the Navy in 1921. 

The sub-committee is going over each 
section of the bill, requesting informal ex- 
planations by the representatives of the 
Navy Department and Reserve officers. 


CONDITION OF BARRACKS

BRITISH NAVAL MANEUVERS IN 


MEDITERRANEAN AROUSE FRANCE

‘THE pending British naval maneuvers 

in the Mediterranean appear to have 
precipitated a public re-survey of condi- 
tions underlying the political rivalry be- 
tween Great Britain and France; the 
most important political drift in the world 
since the Versailles Treaty. According to 


the Temps, generally regarded as the pub- 


licity organ of the French Government, 
the French see in these British maneuvers, 
taken in conjunction with the Spain-Italy 
and other naval developments in the Medi- 
terranean, a threat of the first magnitude. 

According to press reports the series of 
British naval maneuvers in the Mediter- 
ranean will rank among the most impor- 
tant carried out since the war. They will 
begin in the neighborhood of the Balearic 
Islands, and will be conducted by virtually 
the entire British fleet. All the battle- 
ships and all but one of the light cruisers. 
under the command of Adm. Brock, will 
join forces with ships previously held in 
the Atlantic and the English Channel, un- 
der Adm. de Robeck. 

The Balearic Islands are Spanish pos- 
sessions and lie almost directly across the 
French main communications with North- 
ern Africa. It should be understood that 
in French eyes these communications are 
vital to her survival in ny future great 
European war. 

In the last war, 1,000,000 men were 
transported from Algeria to France to re- 
inforee her armies facing Germany. The 
progressive decrease in the French popu- 
lation renders such reinforcement in the 
future more than ever important to France, 
especially in the event of a threat from 
Germany. In fact, it is upon the protec- 
tion of this line of communications that 
one of the principal French arguments is 
based, in warranting great aerial, subma- 
rine, destroyer and cruiser programs. 

In the background of the British maneu- 
vers, it is natural for the French to inter- 
ject the political developments of the last 
six or eight months, which appear to have 
brought about almost an alliance between 
Spain and Italy, both of which countries 
have also shown tendencies to support 
British policies as opposed to - French 
policies. 

The growing entente between Spain and 
Italy seems to have been responsible for 
the recent action of the French Senate in 


putting forward a very considerable ad- 
dendum to the second part of the Navy 
bill, which provides for the replacement of 
obsolete tonnage by the construction of up- 
to-date cruisers. 

A naval combination of Italy and Spain 
against France would obviously cause the 
latter great embarrassment in the Medi- 
terranean, in any war in which French 
communications to Algeria and Morocco 
were essential. Spain flanks the entire 
line of communications on the west, hav- 
ing in addition to bases on the home coast 
still better positions given by Balearic 
Islands on the east. Italy flanks the en- 
tire line of communications and is bene- 
fitted by the advanced position of Sardinia 
and Sicily. 


BATTLESHIP QUESTION 


An interesting aspect of this matter is 
the fact that France, being a party to the 
Washington agreement, is restricted as to 
the size and number of battleships which 
she can build. While Italy is also re- 
stricted, her prospective ally is not. Be- 
ing bound by no agreement, Spain, for 
example, could with perfect right and pro- 
priety build a battleship of 45,000 tons 
displacement and carrying guns in excess 
of the maximum size provided by the Na- 
val Treaty. 

It would be entirely possible for Spain 
to lay down one such ship which alone 
would outclass the entire French force of 
battleships. To this Spanish-Italian com- 
bination the French now are confronted 
with the possibility of the addition of the 
great naval power of Great Britain, stand- 
ing between her and her vital communica- 
tions to Northern Africa. 

The current episode of the British ma- 
neuvers follows closely the recent efforts 
of reconciliation of Premier MacDonald 
towards France. He wrote a frank letter 
to President Poincaré, indicating a British 
desire to be friendly toward France, but 
nevertheless expressing a British objection 
to the continued maintenance of a very 
large French army, and especially to the 
excessively large French air force. The 
latter is particularly feared by Great 
Britain because of the relatively small air 
force maintained by the British.

FREAK AMENDMENT IS 
ADDED TO ARMY BILL 





Measure Cuts the Budget 
Estimate but Grants an 
Increase over 1924. 





TOTAL IS $254,224,885.13 





‘JUST when it was expected that the 

Army Appropriation bill would go to 
the floor of the House without any freak 
amendments Representative Ben Johnson 
of Kentucky proposed amendments to the 
pay sections by which Col. John E. Hunt, 
retired, and Maj. C. C. Cresson, on duty 
at Fort Sam Houston, would be deprived 
of pay for the fiscal year of 1925. The 
amendments were proposed after the sub- 
committee had completed its hearings and 
reported the bill to the whole committee. 
The reason the gentleman from Kentucky 
gave for insisting upon the amendments 
was the connection these two officers had 
with the Bergdoll case. 

Mr. Johnson was on the committee 
which investigated the Bergdoll case and 
injected several sensational incidents into 
the affair. On one occasion he threatened 
to shoot one of the witnesses because he 
questioned Mr. Johnson’s veracity. 

The bill proposes to appropriate a tota’ 
of $326,224,993.13, of which $72,000,128 
is for non-military activities, including 
$37.250,000 for rivers and harbors. 

The total appropriation carried by the 
bill for military activities is $254,224,- 
886.13. This ig an increase of $2,974,- 
634.13 over the appropriations for the 
fiscal year of 1924 and $3,899,140.87 less 
than the budget estimates for 1925. The 
Director of the Budget slashed what the 
military authorities thought should be 
the minimum for. the establishment, so 
that there is nothing to boast of in the 
form in which the bill is now pending be- 
fore the House. 

The committee cut the appropriations 
for the National Guard to $29,507,642, or 
$306,492 below the appropriations for the 
last year, and $1,070,298 below the bud- 
get estimates for the next fiscal year. 
(The committee again urged the develop- 
ment of National Guard Iafantry instead 
of keeping up all of the branches for com- 
plete divisions. 

There is an increase of $1,101,660 in 
the appropriations for Organized Reserves 
carried in the bill over the appropriations 
of last year, but this is a decrease of 7 
980 from the budget estimates submitted 
to Congress. The total carried by the 
hill for Organized Reserves is $2,856,660. 
The amount appropriated for headquar- 
ters and camps, on which a drive was 
made.in the last session of Congress, in 
the bill is $400,000. This is $50,980 less 
than the estimates submitted by the Bud- 
get Bureau. The total submitted 1, the 
War Department for this item to the Bud- 
get Bureau was $630,900. 

In reporting out the bill the committee 
set forth in part the following reasons 
for its actions: 


STRENGTH OF THE ARMY 


The Budget estimates and the pending 
bill are based on an Army of the same 
size as provided for the current fiscal year. 
viz., a maximum of 12, commissioned 
officers and 125,000 enlisted men, exclu- 
sive of between seven and eight thousand 
Philippine Scouts.

——— 


PPROVAL has been given by the War 

Department to the establishment of 
a single promotion list for 
pioned staff officers of the Coast Artillery 
Corps, effective upon publication of new 
Army Regulations, now being printed, 
which will supersede present regulations 
pertaining to promotion contained in Par. 
99, Compilation of General Orders. 

Non-commissioned staff officers of 
Coast Artillery Corps are divided 
four classes, as follows: 

Electricians and Engineers—Master 
technical and staff sergeants (electrical). 

Sergeants Major—Master and staff ser- 
geants (clerical). 

Master Gunners—-Master and staff ser- 
geants (artillery). 

Radio ‘Sergeants—Master, 
and staff sergeants (radio). 

Heretofore, there has been a separate 
lineal list for each class and as vacancies 
occur non-commissioned staff officers of 
that class are promoted in order of their 
standing on the lineal list. There’ being 
mo sergeants major or master gunners in 
the technical grade, the operation of a 
geeparate lineal list for each class would 
compel staff sergeants of these classes to 
wait until a vacancy occurred in the 
grade of master sergeants (clerical) or 
artillery) before they could be promoted. 

is has resulted in an unequal flow of 
promotion and has been the cause of 
much dissatisfaction. Regardless of their 
natural inclinations and abilities, the sep. 
arate lineal list system created a desire 
on the part of candidates for appoint- 
ment to enrol! in those courses at the 
Coast Artillery School which seemed to 
afford the most rapid promotion.

NEW SYSTEM 


Under the single promotion list svster 
all Coast Artillery non-commissioned staff 
officers are placed on a single list and 
provision has been made for appointment 
of sergeants major and master gunners to 


the grade of technical sergeant. Non- 
commissioned staff officers will be pro- 
moted to master sergeants and technical 


sergeants in order of their standing on 
this list without regard to class, ia. 
whether electricians, master gunners, ser- 
geants major or radio sergeants. As mas- 
ter sergeants are already in the highest 


non-commissioned grade, they have been 
omitted from the list. 
All other non-commissioned staff offi- 


cers are placed on the list, so far as prac- 
ticable. in the order in which they en- 
tered the non-commissioned staff. 

Where a group of enlisted men entered 
the non-commissioned staff at the same 
time, as in the case of a graduating class, 
they have been placed on the list in ac- 
cordance with their class standing, where 
such standing is of record; otherwise, 
their standing was determined by their 
length of service. Graduates of certain 
courses at the Coast Artillery School. 
such as the clerical course, have secured 
uniformly higher class standing than grad- 
uates of other courses, such as the Artil- 
ery course. To compensate for this in- 
equality, a correction factor has been de- 
termined for each class at the school and 
applied to the grades given. 

on-commissioned staff officers of each 
class have been entered on the list ac- 
cording to their standing on the former 
liaeal list pertaining to that class. For 
instance, an electrician who under the 
lineal list svstem preceded another elec- 
trician for that class, also precedes that 
electrician on the single list. Though 
this arrangement may xo0t in all cases 
conform to the general scheme of plac- 
ing non-commissioned officers on the sin- 
gle list according to the date of their en- 





ENLISTED STRENGTH 
NAVY EXCEEDS 86,000 


AS’ of March 1, 1924, the total en- 

listed strength of the Navy was 
86,678 men, or an excess of 678 
over the authorized figure of 86,000 
enlisted men. Since July 1, 1923, 
up to and including Feb. 28, 1924, 
a total of 18,396 first enlistments 
were secured by the Navy Depart- 
ment. Deductions due to underage 
and physical disability discharges 
numbered 449, which made the net 
first enlistments number 17,947. 
The report of the Bureau of Navi- 
gation for the last two weeks in 
February indicates that only seven 
Navy recruiting stations have main- 
tained a standard of satisfactory 
performance of .5625 since this has 
been put into effect. They are 
Baltimore .895, Brooklyn .809, New 
York .780. Detroit .762, San Fran- 
cisco .743, Minneapolis .600, and 
Providence .564. In computing the 
final standing of the various re- 
eruiting stations at the end of the 
fiscal year, both standards wll be 
considered. 











try in the non-commissioned staff, it is 
considered unjust and unwise to disturb 
the standing of electricians, sergeants ma- 
jor and the other classes among them- 
selves, whose rank was established and 
based on considerations some time ago, 
and which was explained in detail in a 
memorandum, Office Chief of Coast Ar 
tillery, under date of Aug. 26, 1921. 


SUPPLEMENTARY LIST 


Enlisted men on the eligible list 
appointment as staff sergeants, C.A. 
have been entered on a supplementary sin- 
gle list, grouped according to graduating 
classes and arranged within graduating 
classes according to their class standings. 
Upon their appointment as staff sergeants 
their promotion on the single promotion 
list will be determined according to date 
of appointment and where more than one 
appointment is made on the same date 
they will be arranged on the promotion 
list among themselves in the order in 
which their names appear on the supple- 
mentary list. 

In establishing the single list no actual 
reductions will be made. There are cer- 
tain technical sergeants who should be 
staft sergeants and certain staff sergeants 
who should be technical or even master 
sergeants, but through the operaiion of 
the single list these inequalities will ulti- 
mately be adjusted. Certain men who are 
now staff sergeants are listed among the 
technical sergeants on the list. This in- 
dieates that according to length of ser- 
viee in the non-commissioned staff these 
staff sergeants should now be technical 
sergeants. They will secure the first va- 
eancies existing in the grade of technical 
sergeant, retaining their position on the 
promotion list for appointment as master 
sergeants. 

Under the operation of the single list 
two conditions must be fulfilled. First. 
the number of non-commissioned staff 
officers in each grade must not exceed 
War Department allotments, and secondly. 
the total number of electricians, sergeants 
major, ete., should not exceed the present 
authorized number. Under the first con- 
dition, the number of master sergeants 
should not exceed 81, the number of tech- 
nical sergeants 82, and the number of 
staff sergeants 210. This excludes sup- 
ply sergeants, color sergeants and assist- 
ant band leaders. At present there are 
authorized in all grades 225 electricians, 
77 sergeants major, 40 radio sergeants, 
and 31 master gunners. This distribu- 
tion will be maintained. 

An increase of 12 master sergeants, 34 
technical sergeants and 50 staff sergeants 
(68 electricians, 15 sergeants major, 8 
master gunners and 10 radio sergeants) 
has been asked for by the Chief of Coast 
Artillery. It is generally conceded that 
the single promotion list is the logical rem- 
edy for the inequality which has existed 
in promotion of Coast Artillery N.C. staff 
officers, and should the increase asked for 
be granted it will work out even more 
smoothly. Following is the single pro- 
motion list for the non-commissioned staff 
officers of the Coast Artillery Corps:

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ARMY OFFICERS’ LEAVES 
TO BE FEW THIS SUMMER 


Training Camp Season to 
Decrease Leaves of 
Duty Personnel 


INSTRUCTORS EXCEPTED

NNOUNCEMPNT has 
the War Department that during the 
summer training season of 1924 the grant- 
ing of leaves to officers will be the exeep- 
tion rather than the general rule, and 
that such leave should not be granted an 
officer in excess of one month except the 
officer’s services can be spared or he is 
under orders for foreign service, or is or- 
dered to a Service school in the fall. It 
is prescribed in A.R. 605-115, Paragraph 
5(b), that leaves during the period men- 
tioned shall not be granted except in 
eases of urgent necessity, and it is the 
intent of the regulations to preclude the 
granting of leaves to officers when their 
services are required during the summer 
training period. 
Exception is made, however, in the 
eases of instructors on duty at Service 
schools who may be granted an academic 
leave, in the discretion of the command 
ant of the school as prescribed in A.R. 
605-115. It is pointed out that the in- 
terests of the Service come first. while 
those of personnel are of secondary im- 
portance. 
To govern the exceptional cases the 
War Department has issued the following 


special instructions which will obtain 
during the current year: 
Corps area, district and independent 


post, camp and station commanders may 
in their discretion. grant leaves of ab- 
sense to officers not to ercecd one month 
during the period of summer training. un- 
der circumstances where, in the opinion 
of those commanders, the officers’ ser- 
vices can be spared. ‘These instructions 
apply to officers permanently and tempo- 
rarily under the jurisdiction of corps 
area commanders or under orders to join 
an element of the corps area. 

Student officers relieved from duty at 
Service schools and who are ordered to 
duty within a corps area will be granted 
a leave of absence upon leaving the Ser- 
vice school only on approval of the corps 
area commander concerned. Applications 
for leave will be made directly to corps 
area commanders. Officers graduating 
from special Service schools and ordered 
to the Command and General Staff School 
will be required at training camps drr- 
ing the summer. 

An officer under orders for foreign ser- 
vice will not be held to summer training 
camp duty. He will be granted such 
leave as is practicable prior to date of 
sailing on request. Such applications 
will be forwarded through channels to 
The Adjutant General. 

‘An officer who becomes ineligible for 
further detached service during the sum- 
mer, current year, and who may be or- 
dered to a Serviee school in the fall will 
be granted a leave of absence unon re- 
auest from date he becomes ineligible for 


detached service or an earlier date if 
practicable until the date officer is re- 
aquired to report at the Service school. 


Such applications for leave will be for- 
warded through channels to The Adjutant 
General. If officer does not request leave 
he will be attached to an appropriate unit 
for duty from date of ineligibility for de- 
tached service until time to proceed to 
the Service school.

DEVELOPMENT OF 250,000 
MEN FOR NAT. GUARD 


HE strength of 250,000 men authorized 

a year ago to cover the National Guard 
development until June 30, 1926, includes 
18 Infantry divisions, 4 Cavalry divisions, 
120 Coast Artillery batteries and 12 adéi- 
tional Infantry regiments at peace 
strength. Of the 250,000 enlisted men 
contemplated under this program, 238,486 
belong to the units just mentioned. It 
has been established during the past four 


years of the National Guard organization 
that so long as a lower maintenane 


strength _is authorized, National Guari 
units will never be carried at peace 
strength. The difference between mainte 


nance and peace strength for the units re 
ferred to below amounts to something lik 
78.000 men. 

There are seven states that have orgar 
ized all of the units allotted to them w- 
der the 250,000-man project. They ar 
New York, New Mexico, Nebraska, Mis 
souri, Arkansas, New Hampshire ani 
Porto Rico. The following states must 
organize the number of units indicated ot 
various arms in order to complete theif 
quota of this project:

HE recommended

NOTES FROM THE BATTLE FLEET | 





‘THE commander-in-chief, United States 
_ Fleet, on behalf of the Fleet, has issued 
invitations to a reception and dinner on 
the U.S.S. California, March 22, while 
the Fleet is anchored off Culebra Island. 
Invitations have been sent to 480 of the 
prominent Porto Ricans. The guests will 
be brought from and returned to Porto 
Rico by destroyers. This reception will 
be given to return some of the delightful 
hospitality shown officers of the Fleet by 
Porto Rico. 

Seventy school teachers of Porto Rico 
were brought to the Fleet anchorage off 
Culebra on Feb. 23, and given an oppor- 
tunity to inspect various ships of the 
Fleet. The guests were entertained at 
luncheon on the Fleet flagship, the Seattle, 
and returned to Porto Rico in the late 
afternoon.

April 5; all ships will proceed through 
the Canal as fast as opportunity affords 
and base on the Pacific side. The Fleet 
will remain in Panama for liberty and 
recreation until April 12, on which date 
the Fleet will proceed to San Pedro and 
San Diego, arriving there about April 22. 


N the trip from Culebra to New York, 
~ the U.S.S. New York developed en- 
gine trouble. Upon arrival, the New York 
was sent to the navy yard, where it was 
found necessary to make repairs to the 
starboard engine. The Navy Department 
has authorized the necessary repairs, the 
work to be completed not later than April 
1, on which date she will sail for Guan- 
tanamo to complete her target practice for 
the present competition year.

[X passing the bill ('S. 2169) for the 

amendment of the National Defense act 
the Senate indicated that in time of peace 
it is perfectly safe and sound military 
policy to leave line officers from colonel 
upward in Washington over four years. 
Officers of the Medical, Judge Advocate 
General’s and Finance Departments are 
perfectly harmless in Washington and 
can remain here over four years without 
starting a militarism or anything that 
would be injurious to the country. But 
not so with all other officers from lieu- 
tenant colonel down. They must not 
serve longer than four years at the na- 
tional capital. At least, this would be 
the natural conclusion from an amend- 
ment made to the bill while it was pend- 
ing in the Senate that provides— 


In time of peace no officer serving 
in grades below that of colonel, other 
than officers of the Medical, Judge 
Advocate General’s and Finance De- 
partments shall be or remain as- 
signed to duty or station in Wash- 
ington for more than four years of 
the next preceding six years. 


The War Department has been urging 
Congress to give the Secretary of War 
more leeway in administering the Manchu 
law. There is a general agreement among 
the officers on duty with the General 
Staff and in the branches that it is im- 
possible to carry out the provisions of 
the Manchu law in its present form with 
the reorganized Army. Maj. Gen. John 
L. Hines, Deputy Chief of Staff; Maj. 
Gen. Merritte W. Ireland, Surgeon Gen- 
eral, and Maj. Gen. Clarence C. Wil- 
liams, Chief of Ordnance, discussed this 
subject at length with the House Com- 
mittee on Military Affairs this week. 
showing clearly that to carry out the let- 
ter of the Manchu law would increase the 
cost of transportation for the Army $150,- 
00. As a measure of economy, the 
amendments proposed in the bill suwbmit- 
ted by the War Department should be 
passed. Congress is supposed to be de- 
termined to cut down the expenses of the 
Army and every other institution con- 
nected with the general government, and 
it would appear that that measure would 
be received enthusiastically. 

But at the last moment, without any 
discussion on the floor of the Senate, an 
amendment was agreed to which in all 
probability will wipe out all the saving 
if the bill as originally proposed by the 
War Department. It cannot but result in 
a wholesale exodus of officers of field and 
company officers from Washington. The 
amendment does not appear to be seeking 
to increase the field service with troops 
for officers in the lower grades, but to 
limit their period of service in Washing- 
ton. It will require some time for the 
War Department to ascertain what will 
be the effect of the amendment. 





PAROLE OF WAR OFFENDERS 


ECAUSE the Judge Advocate General 
, of the Army directed Maj. James 
Stansfield, J.A.G., and Maj. Frank K. 
Ross, A.G.D., to make a general survey 
of prisoters serving at the military pris- 
ons with a view to recommending clem- 
ency, a portion of the daily press has be- 
come hysterical, making all manner of 
charges and insinuations as to star cham- 
ber sessions and secret trials. The work 
of the officers on their mission of mercy 
has been compared with the trials of the 
oer in banishing political prisoners to 
bderia, 


a The question of the legality of the con- 
‘ction of the prisoners was not involved 
in the investigation. They were regular- 


ly convicted of criminal offenses, includ- 
ig murder, rape, grand larceny and mu- 
Uny. What the officers were seeking to 
ascertain was whether the Government 
Would be justified in paroling the prison- 
‘ts. To do this it would be necessary to 
tduce most of their sentences and take 
other action with regard to each case. 

; Not content with the record or the rec- 
juuendation of the prison authorities. 
Maj. Stansfield and Maj. Ross visited 
Port Leavenworth, Atlanta and Govern- 
®s Island. They not only investigated 
the records of the prisoners since their 
‘onfinement, but personally interviewed

_ The results of these visits are now be- 
ing compiled in the Department and will 
be made part of the record when the cases 
are taken under consideration by the re- 
viewing authority. The real test will be 
as to whether the prisoners, if they are 
given the chance, will make good and peace- 
able citizens. Despite this effort to ex- 
tend clemency todeserving prisoners, the 
sensational daily papers have attempted 
to discredit the work of the Department. 





REVISING 0.B.C. REGULATIONS 


N reviewing the recommendations from 

various sources for amendments of the 
tentative revision of the regulations for 
the Officers’ Reserve Corps the General 
Staff committee has noted that there have 
been few comments on the proposition of 
changing the designation of Reserve offi- 
cers from “O.K.C.” to “Res.” It was 
expected that there would be a very live- 
ly discussion of this proposed change, but 
it seems to have attracted very ‘little at- 
tention. Some doubt is expressed as to 
whether it is generally understood among 
Reserve officers that this change has been 
tentatively agreed to and that if there is 
no vigorous objection it will be adopted. 

Under the present regulations a_ RKe- 
serve oflicer’s name appears officially as 
John Doe, Inf., O.R-C., but under the pro- 
posed regulations it would be John Doe, 
Inf., Res. The proposition was originally 
offered as more expressive of the status 
of a Reserve officer. It could be attached 
also to the name of an enlisted man of 
the Organized Reserve. 

Speak, Mr. Reserve Officer, or forever 
hold your peace! 





NAVY’S OIL 


FTER the Congress is through play- 

ing politics with the naval oil reserve 
and the matter is straightened out in the 
courts it will be necessary for the Navy 
Department to take some effective steps 
to preserve its oil supply. Just what 
will happen to the oil reserve in Congress 
it is difficult to predict. The members of 
the Senate and, ag far as that is con- 
cerned, of the House, are not thinking 
along normal lines. It is possible in the 
scramble that the Navy will be robbed of 
its oil reserve. 

This is the task that will be laid on 
the shoulders of the new Secretary of the 
Navy. He must provide a reserve supply 
of oil for the Navy if the fleet is to be 
effective in the event of war. An ideal 
condition would have been the storing at 
naval bases of a supply for sudden emer- 
gency and part of it in the ground. It 
might be of little value if it were all in 
the ground in the event of hostilities. On 
this question there is no difference be- 
tween the policies of Secretary Daniels 
and Secretary Denby. Official document: 
and recommendations confirm this state- 
ment. But the new Secretary will have 
a great problem to solve in any attempt 
that he may make to inaugurate « safe 
and sane policy for an oil reserve. 





TAXING OFFICERS’ COMMUTATION 


[IN connection with the effort that is now 

being made to exclude rental allow- 
ances from the pay of officers in com- 
puting their income tax, the exact nature 
of this allowance should be investigated. 
These allowances were provided for in 
the act of Congress approved June, 1922, 
to replace the “Commutation of Quarters. 
Light and Heat” formerly paid to offi- 
cers where no government quarters were 
available. 

The commutation for quarters, light 
and heat was paid monthly to officers on 
duty at places where quarters were not 
available. A _ fixed amount of $12 per 
room allowed according to the particular 
grade of an individual officer was paid. 
Ile was given reimbursement for light 
and heat according to the number of rooms 
actually occupied. Within a maximum, 
amount, the reimbursement was varied 
with the expenses necessarily incurred. 

It was the obvious intent of the regu- 
lations governing the payments that the 
payments were made to reimburse the offi- 
cer for necessary expenses incurred by 
him in connection with the performance 


of his duties. He was used as an agent 
and custodian of the funds which he re- 
ceived to indemnify him for expenditures 
for rent, heat and light during a specitied 
period. For the convenience of the gov- 
ernment, the simplification of account- 
ing methods and the establishment of uni- 
formity in payment the amounts allowed 
for quarters were fixed so as to be equal 
for officers of the same grade and status. 
In the new Pay act, for the conveni- 
ence of the government and for the sim- 
plification of administration, a rental al- 
lowance was provided for oa practically 
the same basis as the old allowance. The 
purpose of the new rental allowance and 
that of the old commutations are the same. 
They are in the nature of a reimburse- 
ment by the government for expenses in- 
curred by the officers for whom no public 
quarters are available. ‘These expenses 
are a part of the overhead of maintain- 
ing the military establishment. By the 
nature of his service, an Army officer can- 
not maintain a permanent home until 
after he has retired. ‘The government 
recognizes this by cutting off his rental] 
allowances upon retirement. Taken from 
any point of view, the rental allowances 
are a reimbursement for expenses that are 
necessary for officers to incur in dis- 
charging their duty to the government. 
They cannot justly be called a part of his 
pay and therefore should not be taken into 
consideration in computing his income. 





EMERGENCY RETIREMENT 


IN a letter to Chairman Royal C. John- 

son of the House Committee on World 
War Veterans, the Secretary of War vir- 
tually withdraws his objection to the bill 
(H.R. 6484) making eligible for retire- 
ment disabled emergency officers of the 
World War. This is known in the Sen- 
ate as the Bursum bill. While the Secre- 
tary withdraws his opposition largely on 
the ground that it would be under the 
jurisdiction of the Veterans’ Bureau, he 
eontends that there are some objection- 
able features in the bill as drawn. 

In the course of the letter the Secre- 
tary says: 

“As now drawn the bill, as I under- 
stand it, relieves the War Department of 
practically all responsibilities in the ad- 
ministration of its provisions. It places 
in one executive agency, the Veterans’ 
Bureau, responsibility of receiving the 
applications of possible beneficiaries, the 
determination of the degree of disability, 
the approval of applications, the forma- 
tion of the retired list created by the bill, 
the providing of hospitalization and medi- 
cal treatment and the payment of the ben- 
eficiaries from the funds of that bureau. 
This centralization of the relief adminis- 
tration in the proper bureau is believed 
to be eminently sound.” 


LEGISLATIVE OUTLOOK 


GERVICE prospects are far from hope- 
less. The Senate Committee on Mili- 
tary Affairs has reported out every im- 
portant bill that has been submitted by the 
War Department. The House committee 
has.had the largest problems. aside from 
the tax bill, to wrestle with in this Con- 
gress. The Muscle Shoals bill is referred 
to in this connection. The House com- 
mittee has been compelled to give weeks 
and weeks of hearings to this bill which 
has become a national issue, but it finally 
reported it out and on March 10 the bill 
was passed by a vte of 227 to 142, after 
defeating all amendments. 


Having disposed of the Muscle Shoals 
bill, the House committee has now un- 
der consideration the War Department’s 
bill for amendments to the National De- 
fense act. These hearings aré 20w in 
progress and there is no doubt that the 
bill will be reported out and passed. The 
committee will then take up the rest 
of the program, and it is confidently ex- 
pected will pass bills recommended by the 
Department with some amendments. 

The House Committee on Naval Affairs 
has conducted long hearings on the oil re- 
serves and on the Navy Department’s 
land bill. The bitter contreversy over 
the naval base in the San Francisco Bay 
has consumed six weeks of its time. At 
the conclusion of this hearing the House 
committee will take up the Naval Re- 
serve bill and expects to consider the 
Woods bill for the equalizaion of promo- 
tion between the line and the staff. 
There is not much doubt that the Naval 
Omaibus bill will be passed at this ses- 
sion. 

The members of the Senate Committee 
on Naval Affairs have been kept on the 
floor of the Senate by the debate on the 
Denby resolution and various other fea- 
tures of the oil controversy. But on 
March 12 a sub-committee took up the 
bill (S. 1807) for-the creation of a Naval 
Reserve. Although the committee has aot 
held many formal meetings, its members 
have been holding informal conferences: 
and working out a program which will 
ac ga be carried out in the next few 
weeks. 





APPRECIATION OF MR. DENBY 


‘THERE is no doubt of the loyalty and 

admiration of the Navy te former Sec- 
retary Denby. In every way officials and 
civilian employees on duty at the Navy 
Department during the past ten days have 
taken occasion to express their high re- 
gard for the retiring Secretary. Friday, 
a group of officers proposed a farewell 
dinner to the Secretary, and on Satur- 
day evening practically every officer of 
duty in Washington and vicinity sat down 
to table with the Secretary. The speeches 
and greetings that were given the Secre- 
tary on this occasion completely overcame 
the retiring head of the Department. 

On the day of his retirement every offi- 
cer and employee called at his office and 
extended an affectionate farewell to Mr. 
Denby. Not a messenger in the Depart- 
ment failed to call and pay his respects 
to Mr. Denby. j 

The affair was closed by swearing in 
(Mr. Denby as a major in the Marine 
Corps Reserve. His war service entitles 
him to this rank, and there is no doubt 
that he will be in active service again if 
his couptry calls. 

But there is a probability of Mr. Den- 
by’s coming back to public life as a mem- 
ber of the Senate. Already a movement 
has started in this direction. His friends 
insist that he should go before his home 
people for vindication. Wise political 
prophets say that there is so much re- 
sentmeat in Michigan of the treatment 
he has received by the Senate that he 
will prove to be a strong and popular can- 
didate. 

And this will not be the first comeback 
that Mr. Denby has staged. It may be 
recalled that when he was defeated for 
re-election to the House his enemies were 
predicting that his public career was at 
an end. In fact, Mr. Denby told this cor- 
respondent that he thought he would 
never come to Washington again in an 
official capacity. He was appointed Sec- 
retary of the Navy without the least so- 
licitation on his part and his friends de- 
clare that he will come back to the Sen- 
ate in the same manner.

SCRAPPING POLICY OF 
NAVY SAVES $400,000 





Work of Navy Yards in the 
Cutting Up of Vessels 
Shows Saving 





DELAWARE AN EXAMPLE 


—_———. 


HE Navy Department's policy of hav- 

ing navy yards, where the work could 
be done to advantage, cut up a number 
of the vessels which are being scrapped 
in accordance with the treaty limiting 
naval armament will result, it is esti- 
mated, in a saving of approximately $400,- 
000 over the highest bids that were re- 
ceived for the vessels on an “as is” basis, 
Capt. E. W. Bonnaffon, U.S.N., officer in 
charge, sale of naval vessels, stated on 
March 9%. 

The battleship Delaware, for example, 
which is now at Boston, is to be towed to 
Philadelphia to be scrapped at the navy 
yard there, where it can be done for much 
less than in Boston. The highest bid “as 
is’ that was received for this battleship 
was $36,666. The material from this 
vessel was offered at auction in Boston, 
aud the highest bidder agreed to pay $5 
per ton more if the material is delivered 
on board cars at Philadelphia. As the 
cost of cutting to shipping sizes at the 
Philadelphia Navy Yard is only $8 per 
ton, as compared with $10 in Boston, and 
the material on account of freight charges 
and other conditions will bring $3 a ton 
more at Philadelphia, it has been decided 
to tow the vessel to Philadelphia and 
scrap it there. As the gross returns at 
Philadelphia will be approximately $53,- 
550 more than at Boston, and the saving 
in cost of cutting approximately $35,700, 
this will make a total increase of $89,250. 
Towing the vessel to Philadelphia, insur- 
ing her, making the ship seaworthy and 
loading material already cut will cost, it 
is estimated, about $15,000. So that the 
transfer of the battleship and having it 
scrapped at the navv yard will result in 
a net saving of some $74,250. 

The increased returns in having the 
Michigan, Minnesota and Kansas scrap- 
ped by the Navy will amount to more 
than $250,000 over the highest offers re- 
ceived on an “as is” basis. 

There will also be a considerably larger 
return on the uncompleted vessels on the 
ways at navy yards, which are being 
scrapped by the New York and Philadel- 


phia yards. 





HOW CURRY BILL CHANGES 
CHIEF WARRANT PAY 


HPERE is so much misinformation ia 

circulation as to pay of chief warrant 
officers of the Navy under the Pay act 
and under the Curry bill that a plain 
statement of the status of this class of 
commissioned officers should be published. 
The report has been made to the Capitol 
that the Curry bill would give officers of 
this class with thirty years’ service the 
pay of a captain or commander of a bat- 
tleship. 

The Navy Register, 1923, shows the 
average warrant officer has over ten years 
of enlisted service upon his appointment 
to a warrant grade. The warrant officer 
is required to serve six years before be- 
ing commissioned, and therefore upon be- 
ing commissioned as a chief boatswain, 
chief gunner, chief machinist, chief car- 
penter, chief pharmacist or chief pay 
clerk has an average of over sixteen years 
of previous service. 

Under the present pay schedule (act 
of June 10, 1922), he must complete thir- 
ty years’ additional service as a commis- 
sioned officer, maKing a total of forty- 
six years’ service, to attain the highest 
pay of his grade, or $300 per month. All 
other commissioned officers attain the 
highest pay of their grade after thirty 
years’ service. Under the present pay 
schedule (act of June 10, 1922), with 
the average of sixteen years’ previous 
service when commissioned, he will not 
receive an increase upon being promoted 
to a commissioned grade, but continues, 
through the saving clause of the Pay act, 
to receive the pay of a warrant officer, 
$2,016 per annum on shore and $2,268 on 


sea duty. He receives this pay for ten years, 
four years as a warrant officer and six 


years as a commissioned officer, making 
a total of twenty-two years’ service. At 
the end of this period he will receive, if 
on shore duty, $2,200 per year, or a mag- 
nificent increase of $180 per annum; if 
on sea duty, no increase over his pay as 
a warrant officer of $2,268 per annum un- 
til three years more, when he will have 
drawn this pay with no increase for thir- 
teen years and has a total service of 
twenty-five years. At the end of this pe- 
riod he will receive $2,300 per year, an 
increase of $32 per annum after thirteen 
years of additional service. His pay «fter 
thirty years’ service, under the present 
Pay act, is $2,400 per annum. Under the 
pay law in effect when the Pay act of 
June 10, 1922, was passed, after twenty 
years he would receive $3,696 per annum. 

Under the Curry bill, with the average 
of sixteen years’ previous service when 
commissioned, he will receive $2,500 per 
annum. After six years’ commissioned 
service with a total service of twenty- 
two years, he will receive $3,240 per an- 
num. After twelve years’ commissioned 
service, with a total of twenty-eight years’ 
service, he will receive $4,350 per annum. 
His maximum pay under the Curry bill 
will be $4,500 per annum, which is the 
maximum pay of a lieutenant of the line, 
after thirty years’ service. 





NEW NAVY POLICY FOR 
DESERTIONS ANNOUNCED 


RMER Secretary of the Navy Denby 

on March 10 sent the following memo- 
randum to the Chief of the Bureau of 
Navigation on the subject of handling 
cases of men convicted by G.C./M. for ab- 
sence over leave and desertion: 

“From my experience in the Navy and 
Marine Corps and three years as Secre- 
tary of the Navy, I am of the opinion 
that the best interests of the Service 
would be met by the following policies in 
handling cases of men convicted by gen- 
eral court-martial for absence over leave 
and desertion, and it is hereby directed 
that the Bureau of Navigation put these 
policies into effect whenever practicable: 

““(a) Men who have been in the Ser- 
vice less than six months and who have 
clear records at the time of unauthorized 
absence shall be placed on six months’ 
probation as to discharge and have con- 
finement and accessories remitted except 
to lose one-half of their pay for a period 
of six months. 

“(b) Men who have been in the Ser- 
vice more than six months and have clear 
records shall have the periods of confine- 
ment and accessories mitigated in accord- 
ance with the following schedule: Six 
months’ confinement for the offense of 
unauthorized absence plus one month for 
each month’s absence, which will make 
total confinement as folows: 

“For absence 1 to 2 months, 7 months’ 
confinement ; 2 to 3, 8; 3 to 4, 9; 4 to 5, 
10; 5 to 6, 11; 6 to 7, 12; 7 to 8, 18; 
8 to 9, 14; 9 to 10, 15; 10 to 11, 16; 11 
to 12, 17; for all absences over 12 months, 
18 moaths confinement. 

“While the above schedule is to be gen- 
erally followed, each case will be consid- 
ered on its merits and if the facts war- 
rant, probation is to be substituted for 
confinement. 

_ “Courts and reviewing authorities will 
give careful consideration to the method 
of return of men to the naval jurisdic- 
tion from unauthorized absence shen 
awarding punishments.” 


PEN SKETCH PRESENTED 
TO SECRETARY DENBY 


GHORTLY before Secretary of the Navy 

Denby relinquished the reins as, head 
of the Navy Department March 10 he 
was presented with a pen sketch by Rear 
Adm. T. J. Cowie, U.S.N., which sketch 
was made by a British officer at an audi- 
ence given by His Majesty the Emperor 
of China at Peking on Chinese New Year, 
Feb. 14, 1895, at which time the Hon. 
Charles Denby, father of Secretary Den- 
by, was dean of the Diplomatic Corps. 

This was at the outbreak of the Japa- 
nese-Chinese War and Minister Denby 
had assigned to the Embassy Maj. Gen. 
(then Capt.) George F. Elliott of the 
Marine Corps, and Rear Adm. (then 
Paymaster) Thomas J. Cowie of the Navy. 
At the time, official reports were made. 
and they are on file in the State and 
Navy Departments. 





NAVY OFFICER OPPOSES 
ALAMEDA AS ECONOMY 


Captain Cox Says Shore 
Enlarged at Expense 
of the Fleet 


MARE ISLAND SUPPORTED 


N concluding a six-day hearing before 

the House Committee on Naval Affairs. 
Capt. Leonard M. Cox, Civil Engineering 
Corps, U.S.N., retired, made an argument 
for the expenditure of money on the fleet 
instead of enlarging the shore stations. 
He placed the requirements of the home 
shore stations last in the orfer of maia- 
taining the ratio strength of the Navy. 

“If we maintain our fleet at the ratio 
of 5 to 3,” said Capt. Cox, in the course 
of his extended hearings, “there will be 
no war during the life of the treaties. 
And there can be but little doubt that 
these treaties will be renewed along the 
same or better lines at the expiration of 
the treaty period. This I confidently ex- 
pect. If the treaties be renewed, the 
United States will have at least eighteen 
years’ immunity from war, and, with tho 
growth in thought among the masses of 
our citizens, I fully believe that by the ex- 
piration of that period ways will be found 
to reconcile policies and remove the 
causes of war. 

“There is no national hatred, no desire 
for war between thc two countries I have 
in mind. As a matter af fact, since we 
are among its best customers, I believe 
that things will so shape themselves that 
we will win back that country’s friend- 
ship in as great a degree as existed dur- 
ing the decades succeeding the action of 
one of our countrymen in opening up that 
nation to intercourse with the world. 

“To carry out this program it is abso- 
lutely necessary to bring up our fighting 
force afloat to the ratio permitted by the 
treaty. To do this requires the expendi- 
ture of some $400,000,000. 


FLEET NEEDS FIRST. 


“Now, I oppose the Alameda project on 
many grounds, but, first and foremost. 
first, last and all the time, I oppose it 
on the grounds that, knowing the abso- 
lutely essential requirements of the fleet 
afloat, the Alameda proponents come to 
you with a proposition involving the ini- 
tiation of what must ultimately become a 
huge project for a model home base, and 
places that project first in importance on 
the list of needs for which it hopes to se- 
cure funds for the fighting fleet. I be- 
lieve that our one chance of securing even 
a start on the program depends upon the 
exercise of the strictest economy in shore 
stations and the employment of the maxi- 
mum number of officers and ealisted per- 
sonnel afloat with the fleet.” 

Comdr. Charles S. Stanworth, UWS.N., 
retired, devoted most of his time produc- 
ing evidence that Mare Island is ideally 
located from a military standpoint. He 
quoted eminent authority in describing 
how navy yards should be located. and 
also compared the location of Mare Island 
with American and foreign navy yards 
and bases and illustrated this with mans 
of all of the important bases in the world. 

Comdr. Stanworth argued that the ele- 
ment of natural protection for navy yards 
and bases had always been the determin- 
ing factor in the location of bases, and 
showed by his maps that all of the im- 
portant navy yards and naval bases of 
the world are located in as protected po- 
sitions and as remote from the open sea 
as the harbor’s depth would permit. 

All of this Comdr. Stanworth argued 
makes Mare Island an ideal location for 
a navy yard and naval base. 

Answering the contention of the Ala- 
meda proponents of the necessity of a 
drydock and approaches capable of meet- 
ing the needs of a wounded battleship 
limping into drydock drawing over forty 
feet of water, Comdr. Stanworth said: 
“A battleship so injured as to be draw- 
ing over forty feet of water is a case for 
salvage and her captain would seek the 
nearest smooth water where he could an- 
chor in 45 or 50 feet of water and shore 
up her bulk heads, get reinforced collision 
mats under her and pump out the extra 
water before he began to think about dry- 
docks. How a battleship drawing over 
forty feet of water could enter the Golden 
Gate is a mystery.”

R.O.T.C. UNITS TO ASSIST 





NFANTRY = regiments throughout the 

Service are taking great interest in 
the big Infantry School recreation center 
project at Fort Benaing. They are de- 
vising ways and means for raising the 
funds to provide a bay of the big memo- 
rial stadium to be dedicated to the regi- 
ment and in many instances they are also 
taking the eight boxes at the foot of the 
pay. It is understood that these boxes 
are to be dedicated to officers who have 
rendered distinguished service with the 
regiment in times past. 

Many plans for raising funds have pre- 
sented themselves. The regimental par- 
ticipation is essentially a soldier propo- 
sition in so far as the dedication of the 
regimental bay is concerned. Officers 
come into the affair in connection with 
the boxes at the foot of the bay and mem- 
bership in the Officers’ Club. ‘The sol- 
dier’s contribution of one dollar is spread 
over a period of four months. 

In another case a regiment will put on 
an evening’s boxing for the benefit of 
the fund; another post is going to put on 
a big polo game for the fund; others will 
have exhibition drills, lawn parties or a 
big soldier dance. 

A number of R.O.T.C. units will also 
participate in the building of the big 
stadium. In one instance it is suggested 
that the drive for funds take on the form 
of a competition starting with the squads. 
Each squad leader takes up the collection 
in the squad; this squad collection is com- 
bined with other squads of the platoon 
to make up a platoon collection, and these 
latter in turn are combined to make the 
company contribution to the catise. Each 
cadet contributes to the extent of his 
financial ability. A dime may be a sac- 
rifice to one boy where a dollar would 
not be near so much of a sacrifice to an- 


other. The big idea of the plan is that 
everybody in the Infantry of the Army 
of the United States contribute some- 
thing, however small the donation may be, 
to this project. 

Officers of the civilian components of 


the Army are invited to participate to the 
extent that they may desire. Civilian 
friends of the Infantry who are interested 
in preparedness are also invited to con- 
tribute to this wonderful war memorial 
Which will keep alive the memory of those 
who made the supreme sacrifice on the 
battlefields of France. 

The Infantry School is one of the great- 
est elements of our national defense. It 
is the center for the training of officers 
of the Army of the United States in mili- 
tary science and tactics and its graduates 
Will be found among the leaders in all 
three components of the War Army. 

Every cent put into this fund will be 
used for the purpose of purchasing ma- 
terial to go into the project and for the 
hire of skilled supervision of the construc- 
tion. The doughboys at Fort Benning 
will do the work in addition to their other 
duties. They say to the Service, 


“You furnish the dough. 
Ye’ll furnish the doughboys.” 


They stand ready to begin the task just 
as soon as sufficient funds are in sight. 
Which ought to be in the very near future.

HE three-day interbrigade athletic

After winning the initial match 2 to 1, 
the 1st Brigade dropped three straight by 
the scores of 2-4, 3-4 and 2-3.

NDER a recent circular from the Bu-— 


reau of Navigation, a person who has 
been absent without authority for more 
than twenty-four hours is not classed as 
a deserter, but as a straggler. A reward 
not to exceed $25 is authorized by the 
commanding officers for the delivery of 
the straggler into the custody of the naval 
authorities. When he has been away long 
enough to be classed as a deserter the re- 
ward is increased to $50 for his delivery 
into the custody of the naval authorities. 
The reward paid for the delivery of the 
deserter or straggler is checked against 
the accounts of the guilty party, which 
shall be in full satisfaction of all ex- 
penses of arresting and keeping. 





DURING the visit of the French battle- 
ship Jeanne D’Are to Honolulu re- 
cently the hospitality of the Hawaiian 
ublic, as well as that of the Army aad 
avy in Hawaii, was clearly demon- 
strated in their welcome and entertain- 
ment of the officers and crew.

This 
kind of work is being done throughout the 
entire country and involves in the in- 
ning a tremendous amount of effort. When 
the organization has been once completed, 
however, it can be maintained at a mini- 
mum of time and energy. It is certain 
that Philadelphia will be the next city, 
after Chicago, Boston and New York, to 
establish a permanent office in the interest 
of the citizens’ camps. 


TN Atlanta, Maj. Gen. Shanks has al- 

ready detailed his personnel for C.M. 
T.C. affairs; the work of recruiting will 
be carried on under the direction of Lt. 
Col. Mathews, assisted by Capt. Yeuell, 
who made an excellent record in 1923. 
This year the training for the C.M.T.C. 
at Camp McClellan, Fort Bragg and Fort 
Barrancas will be given in July instead of 
August, not merely for the greater con- 
venience of candidates, but also for the 
better distribution of camp facilities to 
the National Guard, the R.O.T.C. and 
the O.R.C. Clark Howell, jr., corps area 
civilian aid, is securing a maximum of 
newspaper publicity for the C.M.T.C over 
a large territory and he has been ad- 
mirably assisted by the civilian aids in 
the southeastern and southern states all 
the way from Raleigh, N.C., to New Or- 
leans. 

The 4th Corps Area has always been 
well to the front in ©.M.T.C. enrolment, 
Florida contesting during previous years 
the leadership with West Virginia and 
Iowa. Personal contact is the prime ¢on- 
dition ‘of successful recruiting as is well 
proved by the auto trips which have been 
made by civilian aids like Mr. Riley in 
Florida and.Mr. Biggs in Delaware as 
well as by officers detailed to the Organ- 
ized Reserve in many states and areas. 
The patriotic fervor of the Southland is 
well typified by the great war monument 
sculptored by Borglum on Stone Moun- 
tain, near Atlanta, under the direction of 
the Daughters of the Confederacy. 

Within the 4th Corps Area, O.M.T.O. 
interests in Tennessee, Mississippi and 
Louisiana have the support of the civilian 
aids to the Secretary of War, Col. James 
BE. Edmonds of the Times-Picayune in 
New Orleans, Col. Luke Lea in Nash- 
ville and Lt. Col. Fitz-Hugh in Vicksburg. 
An interesting competition among these 
men may be expected to see which shall 
first offer a complete list of county _chair- 
men and local committees. This spirit of 
genial rivalry is extending also to the 
young men from the various states who 
enrolled at Camp McClellan in 1923. 

In the interesting annual, the Cimi- 
tracam, appeared the photograph of one 
candidate of 1922 from a small town, 
who returned the next year with seven of 
his own friends whom he had personally 
enrolled. New Orleans is naturally a 
very important place for C.M.T.C. effort 
and publicity, an opportunity which bids 
fair to be fully realized through the work 
of Col. Frey of the Organized Reserve and 
Col. Garraud, Q.M.C., who is actively co- 
operating with him. 





EVERY civilian aid is urged to form in 
all the important towns and cities of 
his state representative local committees, 
composed of men of such public standing 
as will immediately guarantee the sanc 
tion and support of public sentiment for 
the C.M.T.C. of each community. 
citizens’ camps stand out merely for mili- 
tary, but in equal degree for physical 
and civic training. As the numbers in 
them increase from year to year they 

be constantly more widely recognized as a 
great school in our democracy. 
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A VICTIM OF POLITICS 


HATEVER may be the opinion of 
’ the country respecting Mr. Denby’s 
practically forced resignation from the 
Cabinet, the Navy will always regard it 
with great regret and indignation. Mr. 
Denby stands out as one of the very few 
Secretaries the Navy has ever had who 
understood the Service, was in strong 
sympathy with it, and worked diligently 
and efficiently for its highest and best in- 
terests, regardless of politics. That such 
a Secretary should himself be made a vic- 
tim of political expediency is especially 
deplorable. 

That partisan politics is at the root of 
the oil investigation is amply demon- 
strated by the delay in bringing the mat- 
ter to a head. The investigating commit- 
tee was appointed a long time ago, but 
deferred vigorous action until the eve of 
the campaign for the national elections. 
The essentially political motives are ex- 
posed also by the manifestly deliberate 
confusion of issues. Whether or not there 
was fraud in the Interior Department in 
connection with the leases, and whether 
or not the leases, irrespective of fraud, 
were legally executed, have no bearing 
whatever upon the question of the wisdom 
of the leasing policy, yet it is just these 
irrelevant matters which have been made 
the basis of the falsely created impression 
that Secretary Denby’s policy of leasing 
was contrary to the public interests. 

Having been absolved from any sus- 
picion of connection with or respoasibility 
for whatever fraud or illegality may have 
been involved in the leases, the only issue 
upon which Mr. Denby can be fairly 
judged is that of the wisdom of a leasing 
policy. In the final analysis, this is fun- 
damentally a question of whether Navy 
oil reserves under the ground were being 
drained by adjacent private development. 
If not, the Navy’s reserves were safe and 


should remain undisturbed. If they were 
being drained, then manifestly the public 
interest urgently required that the re- 
serves be safeguarded in some way. 

The fallacy in the apparent simplicity 
of the problem is the impossibility of de- 
termining definitely whether private de- 
velopment was or was not draining Navy 
reserves. Expert technical opinion could 
be obtained to support either contention. 
Doubt could not be removed. Fact could 
not be demonstrated. 

What, then, should Secretary Denby 
do? His predecessor, acting on the ad- 
vice of experts, had decided not to lease. 
A different group of experts subsequently 
gave contrary advice. Neither group 
could prove its case. 

Secretary Denby decided to “play safe” 
—to lease naval oil lands under condi- 
tions which would positively assure the 
Navy a substantial reserve of oil fuel, 
rather than risk the loss of all reserves. 
Moreover, the contracts required the re- 
serves to be stored at strategic points 
where they were likely to be most urgent- 
ly needed in the event of war. Who can 
properly say that such a decision was un- 
wise or failed in safeguarding public in- 
terests? 





BUSINESS MEN URGE NATIONAL 
DEFENSE 


HE signs are steadily multiplying that 

the hard-headed men of the country are 
gradually becoming conscious of the fact 
that the National Defense act, the first 
military policy the United States has ever 
possessed, must be vigorously supported 
if it is to be put into execution and not 
go down before the persistent propaganda 
carried on by pacifists on the one hand 
and by those enemies of the country who 
wish to see us disarmed in order that we 
may be easily attacked within as well as 
without. 

Recently, both houses of the Legisla- 
ture of Oklahoma passed a strong resolu- 
tion endorsing the National Defense act 
and calling upon the Congress of the 
United States to make the necessary ap- 
propriations to carry out its provisions. 
This is, probably, the first instance of a 
state legislature’s taking such a step in 
time of peace. 

The number of resolutions from Cham- 
bers of Commerce, Rotary Clubs, Kiwanis 
Clubs and other similar organizations 
passed during the last twelve months not 
only has been large, but they come from 
all sections of the country. 

The plan just adopted in Phoenix, Ariz., 
to facilitate enrollment in the National 
yuard of that state not only was en- 
dorsed by all the business men’s clubs, 
but is being carried out, in that the busi- 
ness concerns are displaying attractive 
ecards carrying the resolutions showing 
their adherence to the National Defense 
act and their willingness to help build up 
the Guard by encouraging their employees 
to join, through squarely recognizing the 
fact that the time given by the Guards- 
men to military affairs should not be ob- 
tainable only at the cost of personal sac- 
rifice. 

The steady growth of instances such as 
the above shows the benefit derived from 
those provisions of the National Defense 
act which made the National Guard into 
a federal force rather than a state force 
lacking higher organization, and which 
brought into existence the Officers’ Re- 
serve Corps, the Reserve Officers’ Train- 
ing Corps in the different schools and col- 
leges, and the Military Training Camps. 


N the past it has been too easy for the 

enemies of national defense to spread 
propaganda based, not on facts, but on 
their wishes. It has been too easy for 


them to accuse any opponent of every ul- 
terior and unworthy motive. It has been 
too easy for them to abuse the highly in- 
telligent, hard-working Regular officers 
who give out of all proportion to what 
they receive. It has been too easy for 
them to carry away on emotional waves 
the women of the country, always anxious 
to do good, but unacquainted with the 
facts. 

The main reason for this has been that 
very few people, outside of Regular officers, 
knew the facts in connection with war, 
because very few people with the fairness 
and intelligence to determine facts and 
then draw conclusions, regardless of their 
own sentiments, had an opportunity to 
engage in any such procedure. 

While arguing for peace, the typical 
pacifist habitually does the thing which is 
most certain to provoke combat by assum- 
ing that any one who disagrees with him 
must lack honor, and not only a belief in 
the precepts of Christianity, but the de- 
sire to carry them out. 

The 95,000 officers of the Organized 
Reserve and the National Guard, with 
few exceptions, participated in the World 
War. They know what war is. They 
know war deals only in hard facts, and 
can be met only with hard facts. They 
know that it strips every weakness and 
every falsity from life. They know that 
the weak and the inefficient can never sur- 
vive it. They know that weakness and 
that cowardice which leads to the at- 
tempted evasion of issues invite attack. 
They know that strength and that cour- 
age which leads to the facing and solving 
of dangerous questions limit combat to 
the minimum. In other words, they know 
the facts of war from personal experience. 


HE pacifists and other enemies of na- 

tional defense, or what it is even bet- 
ter to call it—national security—in the 
past have been safe in their attacks on 
the honor, sense of justice and integrity 
of the Regular officers of the Army and 
Navy, because the latter, due to distance 
and their official position, could not, as a 
rule, reply. 

Now that lawyers, doctors, business 
men and other hard-headed citizens, scat- 
tered through every community and mak- 
ing up the backbone of this country, have 
become part of our armed forces the situ- 
ation is entirely different. 

When the respected business man of 
any community, who has taken a commis- 
sion in our civilian forces at the cost of 
his own time and his own money, tells the 
other business men about what war means 
and why national security demands the 
carrying out of the National Defense act. 
the paid lecturer, wandering from one 
woman’s club to another, scaring them 
about the horrors of war, and the paid 
secretaries of various societies engaged in 
pacifist propaganda, will no longer be able 
to ignore facts and deal in glittering gen- 
eralities, sentimentalism run riot, and per- 
sonal abuse of their opponents.

EQUALIZATION OF RETIRED PAY. 


To THE EpITor: 
I NOTE with interest the letter of J. G. 

B. in the ARMy AND Navy JourNAL 
for Dec. 22 which you published under the 
caption, “Equalize Pay for Retired Off- 
cers.” 

The writer of that letter advocates, in 
the name of fairness, equalization of the 
pay of two classes of retired officers as 
subdivided by law. Why there should be 
two such classes differentiated from each 
other by means of an arbitrary date I do 
not know, aor can I conceive of any just 
reason for it. 

J. G. B. is perfectly correct as to the 
need for equalization of the pay, but his 
idea of fairness does not square with my 
own. He advocates raising the pay of the 
class now discriminated against, thus mak- 
ing them equal to the class now favored 
by the law; or reducing the pay of the 
now favored class to make them equal to 
the present victims. 

He thinks that even those who have re 
tired subsequent to the fatal date will ad- 
mit the fairness of either plan. 

As one who retired prior to the crucial 
date I may speak without prejudice in 
favor of the officers who retired after that 


date. 

These officers served their full stipu- 
lated time under the express agreement 
that when they had done so they would 
have the right to retire with a rate of 
pay equal to 75 per cent. of the pay of 
their respective grades. Too set them back 
to a less rate of pay would be to break 
faith with them. and would be unfair. 

That such treatment would place them 
upon the same footing as a number of 
other officers who have already suffere 
from this same kind of treatment would 
not affect the moral obliquity of the act. 

I feel sure that Congress has only to 
take one good look at the real wrong done 
to those officers who retired before July 1, 
1922, to repeal the proviso of law which 
causes the present inequality. 

It is the view that Congress takes which 
determines what the law shall be. but it 
is what the Service thinks which deter- 
mines the moral effect of that law. 

There is no question that the Service 
feels that those officers who spent theif 
lives in the Service under the agreement 
that they would retire on 75 per cent. 0 
the pay of their grades, and who, having 
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fulfilled their part of the contract, find 
themselves paid at a greatly reduced rate. 
have been wronged. 

I know nothing that destroys morale 
like the belief that injustice is being done; 
but I can’t believe. that this iajustice is 
intentional on the part of Congress. In 
the press of business this aspect of the 
ease must have been overlooked. It is 
unthinkable that Congress would intea- 
tionally discriminate against all those offi- 
cers who were retired for wounds or dis- 
ability incurred in the Spanish War, the 
Philippines, the Boxer Rebellion and the 
World War, as well as others who have 
retired for long serviee. 

Let us therefore confidently present our 
ease and win on its merits. but let us 
not say that if we can’t have what we be- 
lieve to be our rights we want those who 
are now receiving their just rights to be 
deprived of the same.

lish, is the best work of the first known 
writer on military science. It is interesting, 


and many of the anecdotes and incidents are 
valuable examples. The second text is a 
detailed explanation of the composition of the 
Macedonian phalanx. The third text is a 
treatise on the qualifications of a commander 
of troops; and since military art still oper- 
ates on very nearly the same principles as it 
did before Christ, and since the leading of 


men is still the determining qualification for 
success, it is as applicable to-day as during 
the century in which it was written. With a 


few minor changes and with some of its ex- 
amples drawn from modern instead of ancient 
armies, it might well have appeared as a 
valuable contribution to any of the monthly 
or bi-monthly Service periodicals, 


Two incidents out of the book are worthy 
of mention as examples. One is the story 
of a panic stopped by a clever joke. The 


other is the advice to commanders always to 
make it plain that the war in question is a 
war of defense, and that the troops take the 
field of necessity and not by preference. In 
such an event, if the troops be ready for 
rapid mobilization, the threatening enemy 
will desist from his projected aggression, and 
preparedness will make for peace.

handed out simple slander under the false 
pretext of truth-telling, to have shown the 
competence of the café strategists who won 
victories with matches on marble-topped ta- 
bles, and to worship a victory like the fa- 


mous one of Samothrace, without a head and 
therefore without a brain. 

The book deals in detail with Pierrefeu’s 
criticisms of the General Staff, of Plan XVII, 
and of the Marne. But its most interesting 
passages are those in which he analyzes the 
type and temper of the French military mind. 
It is an exposition of the spirit of the pro- 
fession rarely to be equaled in any published 
book, or perhaps even approached, The au- 
thor in a phrase unconsciously indicates the 
reason for this. He says, in one place: 

‘‘The members of the military profession, 
required to think of war and to live amid 
soldiers whom they prepare for war, end by 
attaining a vague consciousness of immaterial 
things which go to make up discipline, unity, 
self-denial, in a word, the military spirit. 
They feel all of this and yet could not ex- 
plain it.’’

BENNETT.—In the issue of the ARMY 
AND NAvy JOURNAL of Feb. 16 was 
published a brief notice of the sudden 


death of Capt. Frank 'M. Bennett, UJS.N., 
retired, at his home in Cassopolis, Mich. 

An officer well acquainted with the long 
and valuable services of Capt. Bennett 
sends us the following additional facts: 

Capt. Bennett died of angina pectoris. 
After his graduaton from the U.S.N.A. in 
1879, in the class of cadet engineers, he 
had nearly twenty years of sea service in 
every quarter of the globe where our 
naval vessels are sent, and twenty-three 
years of shore duty, retiring voluntarily 
July 31, 1919. He is survived by his 
widow, a daughter, Mrs. Dorothy How- 
ard, wife of Capt. A. F. Howard, U.S. 
M.C., and granddaughter, Mary Douglas 
Howard. 

Capt. Bennett was of New England 
Puritan lineage, and it is an interesting 
fact that he had five direct ancestors who 
served in Washington’s army in the Rev- 
olutionary War. 

In the Spanish War he served as engi- 
neer officer on board Adm. Sampson’s 
flagship, the New York, through the cam- 
paign which terminated in the victory 
over Cervera’s fleet in the battle of San- 
tiago Bay. 

About 1906 he was in charge of a force 
of three vessels detailed to tow the float- 
ing drydock Dewey from the United 
States to the Philippines, and though the 
task was normally a difficult one, the 
work was carried through successfully in 
spite of heavy seas and much adverse 
weather and won the praise of naval men 
everywhere. In 1910 to 1912 he was in 
command of the armored cruiser South 
Dakota in the Pacific. For over four 
years thereafter he was commandant of 
the Mare Island Navy Yard during a pe- 
riod of great construction activities in 
shipbuilding, and he received special com- 
mendation from the Secretary of the Navy 
for the work which he accomplished. 

When the World War came he was for 
a few months in command of the battle- 
ship Minnesota in the Atlantic, but during 
the greater part of the war and for sev- 
eral months after its close he was in 
charge of the Pensacola Navy Yard and 
Flying Field, engaged in building up 
what was perhaps the greatest naval 
aviation station in the world. 

As a contributor to naval and engi- 
neering publications, Capt. Bennett was 
well known to experts in those lines. He 
was author of “The Steam Navy of the 


United States” and “The Monitor and 
Navy under Steam,” and various other 


works on professional subjects. 

Funeral services were held Feb. 14 
under the auspices of the local post of 
the American Legion with an escort of 
bluejackets, and the burial was with full 
military honors.

PROCEDURE IN MAKING APPOINTMENTS 
AND PROMOTIONS IN THE 0O.R.C. 


WAR DEPARTMENT, THE A.G.O., 
Washington, March 4, 1924. 


1. Beginning on March 15, 1924, letters of 
notification of appointment or of promotion in 
the Officers’ Reserve Corps will be forwarded 
through department or corps area command- 
ers, instead of being mailed directly to the per- 
son appointed or promoted as at present. It 
is desired that these letters of appointment 
or promotion be delivered by the best method 
available with a view to establishing close 
contact with the appointee or the officer pro- 
moted and securing promptly his oath of office. 
Ay the present the procedure in the cases of 
0.T.C. graduates appointed upon completion 
of the R.O.T.C. course will remain unchanged. 
2. With the adoption of the procedure out- 
lined in the preceding paragraph, the use of 
the letter of acceptance, in duplicate (Form 
No, 0425-R, A.G.O.), will be discontinued and 
only the oath of office (Form No. 337-R, A.G, 
O.) will be required as evidence of acceptance 
of an appointment or a promotion. Should 
the person appointed or promoted find it im- 
possible to execute the oath of office without 
anwar a delay, or should he decide not to ac- 
cept, a letter of acceptance or declination 
should be secured from him, in the case of 
acceptance the oath of office to be executed 
oy forwarded with the least practicable de- 
ay. 

8. In delivering a letter of appointment or 
promotion it is desired that every effort prac- 
ticable be made to establish personal contact 
with the appointee or the officer promoted and

is not the desire of the War Department to 
restrict department or corps area commanders 
in the operation of this plan, it is considered 
very desirable that divisional headquarters and 
subordinate offices of the Organized Reserves, 
the services of individual Reserve officers and 
other available military agencies be utilized to 
the fullest extent practicable in securing 
prompt and favorable results of appointments 
or promotions. 

4. When the oath of office, letter of accept- 

ance (where necessary) or letter of declina- 
tion is secured, it will be forwarded to this 
office through military channels, including the 
chief of branch concerned. At department or 
corps area headquarters and in offices of chiefs 
of branches appropriate record will be made 
of the receipt of oaths of office and letters of 
acceptance or declination, and notation accord- 
ingly, properly dated, will be made on each 
document. 
5. The success attained in the operation of 
the method outlined herein in making reap- 
pointments in the Officers’ Reserve Corps war- 
rants the belief that it will be at least equally 
successful in original appointments or promo- 
tions. It is desired that where it is found 
necessary to deliver the notices of appoint- 
ment or promotion by mail from the last point 
of contact in the military channels, care be 
exercised to see that in each case a franked 
envelope for reply, properly addressed, is fur- 
nished. 

6. It is desired that department and corps 
area commanders arrange for a system of 
checking action on appointments or promo- 
tions, and, in any case where oath of office or 
declination or satisfactory explanation of the 
delay is not received within a reasonable time, 
that recommendation be made to this office, 
through the chief of branch concerned, regard- 
ing cancellation. Recommendation regarding 
cancellation should not be submitted until the 
department or corps area commander has re- 
ceived, from the person through whom the 
letter of appointment or promotion has been 
delivered, report regarding results of efforts 
to secure oath of office or declination. If 
cancellation of a promotion is recommended, 
it is desired that the department or corps area 
commander include recommendation as to dis- 
charge of the Reserve officer. 

7. The success of this plan is dependent on 
three factors—contact, accuracy and prompt- 
ness. The question of contact has been con- 
Sidered above. Letters of either acceptance 
or declination and especially all oaths of office 
must be checked most carefully and any de- 
fects remedied before the papers are for- 
warded from the department or the corps area. 

Promptness is essential, as an unwarranted 
delay in any link of the chain of communica- 
tion can cause nothing but embarrassment to 
the War Department and an enormous in- 
crease in correspondence, most of which could 
be avoided easily. 

8. Any letter of acceptance or of declina- 
tion should be so worded as to indicate clearly 
the desire of the appointee and bear signature 
in full, date and place, grade and section, so 
that no error in identification may occur ‘due 
to similarity of names. 

9. It is desired that when this plan has 
been given a fair trial, but not later than 
May 31, 1924, each corps area commander 
report to this office his opinion as to the 
merits of the plan, with such recommendations 
as he may desire to submit.

1. A recommendation was made by a Corps 
Area —_ mander to the War Department that 
enlisted men who are being paid the mone- 
tary allowance in lieu of quarters and rations 
be authorized to continue to draw these al- 
lowances during the period of temporary ab- 
sence trom their permanent station at train- 
ing camps. In support of his recommenda- 
tion the Corps Area commander stated that 
while on this temporary duty at camps and 
stations where quarters and rations are fur- 
nished these enlisted men under existing reg- 
ulations are deprived of their commutation 
privileges and this in some cases has worked 
a decided hardship upon the men. 

2, In reply to the above recommendation 
the War Department has announced that Sec- 
tion II of the Pay Readjustment act author 
izes a per diem allowance for enlisted men 
only when quarters and rations in kind are 
not furnished. This provision effectually pre- 
vents continuation of payment of per diem 
allowance to enlisted men on temporary duty 
where quarters and rations are furnished, and 
for this reason the recommendation cannot be 


favorably considered. 

3. The inconvenience caused to an unmar- 
ried soldier by changing his status from a 
commutation basis to that of a temporary 


duty status in a camp of instruction is in no 
case sufficient to deprive the Government of 
the services of this man in any training duty 
required, 

4. As to a married soldier on a commuta- 
tion status being placed on temporary duty in 
a training camp, the policy in this regard 
will be to have each individual case deter-

G.O. 4, FEB. 29, 1924, 4TH CORPS AREA. 


Training During the Summer of 1924 in 
the 4th Corps Area.—l1. The policies stated 
herein govern for the training in this Corps 
Area during the summer of 1924 and no de- 
partures will be made from them without 
specific authority from the Corps Area com- 
mander. 

2. Regular Army. 

a. At both training camps and home sta- 
tions every effort will be made to maintain 
organizations at a strength permitting ef- 
fective training. To this end details for spe- 
cial duty, fatigue and labor purposes should 
be constantly observed and kept by command- 
ers at a minimum. The strength of Regular 
Army units will not be frittered away in spe- 
cial details of one kind or another, nor will 
companies, batteries or troops be broken up. 

b. Regular Army organizations remaining 
at their home stations will carry on their 
training in accordance with the regular ap- 
proved training programs and schedules. Reg- 
ular Army organizations on duty at summer 
training camps will carry on their training 
in connection with the training of the civilian 
components being trained at said camps. At 
the completion of these camps their training 
will be resumed in accordance with the regu- 
lar approved training programs and schedules. 

ec. In no case will the training of the Regu- 
lar Army organizations be discontinued. 

3. National Guard, 

Field training for the National Guard dur- 
ing the regular 15-day periods will be con- 
ducted in accordance with the following: 

a. The maximum of available time will be 
devoted to unit training beginning at the 
point reached at the end of the period of 
armory training, progressing as far as prac- 
ticable by the time and means available. 

Training conducted during the period of 
armory training will not be duplicated in the 
field, When necessary, recruits will be 
trained apart from their units. Suitable ter- 
rain exercises will be conducted for the com- 
manders and staffs of all units larger than 
a battalion, 

b. Ceremonies, by way of courtesy to vis- 
itors, will ordinarily not be held when they 
interfere with previously prescribed sched- 
ules. 

ec. Training programs and schedules will be 
prepared by the appropriate unit commanders 
and submitted by the Adjutants General of 
the several states in this Corps Area to these 
headquarters for approval on or before May 
15, 1924, 

4. Organized Reserves. 

The training during the summer of 1924 
for Reserve officers and enlisted Reservists, 
exclusive of officers commissioned in the Na- 
tional Guard, will be carried out according 
to the following policies: 

a. The primary object of the training for 
the Reserve will be proficiency in mobiliza- 
tion, i.e., organization, recruitment, assembly, 
supply, administration and initial training. 
For this purpose it is essential that the or- 
ganizational cadres be formed and function 
as homogeneous teams, commanded, led and 
administered by their ‘designated commanders 
and staffs. 

b. There will be two methods of training 
in this Corps Area for the Reserves, as fol- 
lows: 

(1) Four Organized Reserve regiments will 
be sent for duty at O.M.T. camps, viz. 

1 Infantry regiment, 81st Division, to 
Camp McClellan, Ala., for duty with the In- 
fantry O.M.T.C 


1 Cavalry regiment, 63d Cavalry Division, 
to Camp McClellan, Ala., for duty with the 
Cavalry C©.M.T.C. 
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1 Field Artillery regiment, Non-divisional 
troops, to Fort Bragg, N.C., for duty with the 
Field Artillery OC. .C. 


1 Anti-Aircraft regiment to Fort Barrancas, 
Fla., for duty with the Coast Artillery O.M. 
T. 


The 15 days’ training period for these Re- 
serve units will be divided into two periods, 
the first being devoted to an intensive course 
of practical training to fit them to take over 
the performance of duties incident to the in- 
struction of O.M.T.C. organizations during 
the second period, which will be of one 
week's duration. 

The Regular. Army personnel will be main- 
tained continuously on duty with each C.M. 
T.C. organization to the extent that it may 
be necessary to insure continuity of instruc- 
tion, administration and supply; however, 
during the second part of the Reserve unit 
training period, Regular Army personnel 
should be withdrawn from the exercise of 
active command and employed in a _ super- 
visory capacity only, except in those cases 
where it appears that the Reserve personnel 
is unable to function satisfactorily. 

In addition to the foregoing, a_ special 
schedule of instruction will be prepared and 
conducted for the field and staff officers of 
the Reserve unit, in the technique and tactics 
of their branches of service, including tac- 
tical terrain exercises. The Regular Army 
officers on duty with the Organized Reserve 
units sent to these camps should be charged 
with the preparation and conduct of these 
latter schedules. 

(2) Separate and distinct from the training 
prescribed in subparagraph (1) immediately 
above, the following Organized Reserve unit 
training camps will be held:

The training programs for these units will 
provide for training in mobilization, i.e., or- 
ganization, recruitment, assembly, supply, ad- 
ministration and initial training, this training 
to be of such a character that the Organized 
Reserve officers of these units will be fitted 
to perform these functions in case of mobili- 
zation, when they will be to a large extent 
thrown on their own resources. During the 
second week of the 15-day training period 
the training programs for these units will 
provide for two tactical problems, conducted 
as follows: 

a. Explanation of what a tactical problem 
is; what it is for, and how it is prepared. 

The tactical problems then to be actually 
prepared by the Organized Reserve officers 
and then solved by them on the field. 

In addition to the foregoing, a_ special 
schedule of instruction will be prepared and 
conducted for the field and staff officers of 
these Reserve units in the technique and tac- 
ties of their branches of service. In general, 
the Regular officers on duty with the Organ- 
ized Reserves should be charged with the 
peperetien and conduct of the training sched- 
ules. 

The above will not apply to the training 
of Air officers at Maxwell Field.

The following policy will govern the train- 
ing in all C.M.T.C. camps in this Corps Area 
with the exception of the Basic Camp, Fort 
Bragg, N.C. The method of ‘‘associate or- 
ganizations’’ will be used. In this method 
of organization C.M.T.C. candidates will form 
additional subdivisions of existing tactical

COAST GUARD NOTES. 
The Coast Guard cutter Achusnet picked 


up the barkentine Marsetta of Orleans, Feb. 
25, off Provincetown, Mass., and towed her 
to an anchorage in the bay off Race Point. 
The vessel, bound from Norfolk for Boston 
with a cargo of coal, had lost her sails in 
gales and her windlass was damaged and she 
ran short of provisions. 

The scientific investigations of Lt. E. H. 
Smith, during the past season, have demon- 
strated the correctness of the following con- 
clusions arrived at during the season of 1922: 

1. The Labrador current is weak during 
the winter months, when its southern exten- 
sion lies near the northern part of the Grand 
Banks of Newfoundland. 

2. The southern extremity of the Labrador 
current increases quickly in size and extends 
around the tail of the Bank the first part of 
March. 

3. The Labrador current is present around 
the Bank the entire ice season, but during 
that time is subject to periodic variations. 

4. During the season the Labrador current 
floods the northern part of the Bank, spreads 
in over its eastern slope, and encroaches on 
the southern part of the Bank on the bottom. 

5. The boundary of the two currents, Lab- 
rador and Gulf Stream, on the east side of 
the Great Bank is variable and_ difficult to 
determine, due to excessive interdigitation of 
the two waters. . 

6. The Gulf Stream is characterized by a 
variable undulated northern boundary west of 
the tail, which moves in closer to the slopes 
of the Grand Banks of Newfoundland during 
summer and autumn. Just east of the tail of 
the Bank the Gulf Stream turns sharply in 
swirling form to the north. 

7. Banks waters possess a striking identity 
which is of a prominent character except 
where temporary encroachments occur on its 
northern, eastern, and southern sides. 

8. There is no southwest stream flow of the 
Labrador current across the Great Bank. 

9. The Labrador current, upon meeting the 
Gulf Stream, does not dive beneath the latter, 
but turns sharply, between parallels 42 and 
43 and meridians 51 and 52, to flow easterly, 
parallel with the Gulf Stream.

A three-cornered race between the crews 
of the Coast Guard cutter Tallapoosa and the 
two visiting destroyers, Somers and John 
Francis Burns, was the feature event of the 
racing connected with the Mardi Gras at Mo- 
bile. Starting at One-Mile Creek, the four 
boats raced neck and neck down the mile 
stretch to the finishing line at the foot of 
Government street, boat No. 4 of the Talla- 
poosa crossing the line a fraction of a min- 
ute ahead of boat No. 2 of the same ship, 
followed just as closely in order by the boats 
Nos. 1 and 3 of the Somers and Burns.

Heedless as they were when they com- 
mitted their offense, and ignorant, no 
doubt, of its most serious consequences, 
they are now punished for life by penal- 
ties more severe than any court-martial 
has power to impose; and this notwith- 
standing that they have stood trial and, 
being duly convicted, have served the sen- 
tence of the court, which, in my opinion, 
is of itself adequate punishment for their 
wrong.”

and promising National Guardsmen in 
their employ 15 days’ camp leave each 
year, without affecting regular vacation 
privileges.

Gen. George C. Rick- 
ards, Chief of the Militia Bureau, W.D., 
says: “The principles enunciated therein 
are public-spirited to a high degree and 
reflect a type of patriotism that is not only 
conducive to increasing the general tone 
and morale of the organizations concerned, 
but is most practicable in its application.”

LEGAL DEPARTMENT 


‘THE Court of Claims continues merrily 

to grind out uniform gratuity judg- 
ments under the decision of the Supreme 
Court in the Slaymaker and Bancroft. 
cases. The Comptroller General refuses 
to be bound by the decision of the Suoreme 
Court, and King and King, the attorneys, 
are compelled to file claims for each of 
the officers. 

This week judgment in 101 cases, each 
for $150 were handed down by the Court 
of Claims. The claims will be paid under 
the next deficiency appropriation bill. 

There is no doubt that the claimants 
under the Noce decision, which it is be- 
lieved will shortly be appealed to the Su- 
preme Court by the Government, must go 
through the same_ procedure of filing 
through attorneys Ansell and Bailey, in 
the Court of Claims. The graduates of 
the Military Academy have organized with 
this plan in view, and will be ready to 
file in the Court of Claims when the Su- 
preme Court acts. 

It is a question that has not yet been 
passed upon by the Comptroller, whether 
a test case must be brought for the gradu- 
ates of the Naval Academy such as was 
brought in the name of Capt. Noce for the 
Military Academy. So far as known, no 
steps have been taken in behalf of the 
graduates of the Naval Academy who oc- 
cupy practically the same status as the 
Military Academy graduates, although the 
basic law under which it was supp 
they were deprived of credit for midship- 
man service is a different statute. The 
Naval Academy graduates are taking 
chances in not filing a test case in the 
Court of Claims. 





COMPTROLLER GENERAL 


DECISIONS. 


Since members of the Marine Corps Re- 
serve in enlisted ratings are entitled to the 
same allowances as enlisted men of the Ma- 
rine Corps, claimant upon release from active 
duty on Aug. 8, 1919, was entitled to travel 
allowance from his station at Quantico, Va., 
to his home at Huntsville, Texas. (Wood- 
all’s case, Feb. 26, 1924.) 

Where it appears that a sergeant of the 
Marine Corps waived travel allowance in £ou- 
sideration of being discharged at Quantico, 
Va., he is not entitled to travel allowance to 
the place of acceptance for enlistment. 
(Moore’s case, Feb. 21, 1924.) 

When the claimant was ordered from Fort 
Leavenworth to Washington, D.C., for per- 
manent duty, he was under the act of May 
8, 1920, entitled to transportation for his 
wife and daughter from the old to the new 
station, but where it appears, however, that 
at the time he was ordered from Fort Leaven- 
worth to Washington, his wife and daughter 
were at Bogota, N.J., transportation from 
Bogota only was authorized for them. (Hop- 
kin’s case, Feb. 25, 1924.) 


THE CONGRESS 


BILLS BEFORE CONGRESS. 


S. 2667, Mr. Capper.—Amends Section 4 
of the Pay act of June 10, 1922, by adding 
the following provisos for constructive service: 

Provided, That officers of the Regular Army 
who were appointed commissioned officers 
therein prior to June 18, 1916, and who, im 
computing their pay and allowances, do not 
now receive credit for four years’ service 
other than as commissioned officers of the Reg- 
ular Army, shall from July 1, 1922, for com- 
puting their pay and allowances, be credited 
with such a period of service as will, in ad- 
dition to their service as commissioned offi- 
cers of the Regular Army, equal four years: 
Provided further, That nothing contained in 
the foregoing proviso shall operate to reduce 
the compensation to which any officer of the 
Regular Army is now entitled by law or as 
otherwise provided in this act. 

H.R. 7685, Mr. Edmonds.—Amending the 
Merchant Marine act of 1920. The new bill, 
under Title VI, contains the following: 

Title VI—Army and Navy Transports.— 
Sec. —. Whenever in the judgment of the 
President adequate transportation facilities to 
meet the needs of the Army, Navy and Marine 
Corps are afforded, by vessels registered, or 
enrolled and licensed, under the laws of the 
United States, he may direct the discontin- 
uance in whole or in part of the transport 
service of either the Army or the Navy and 
transfer to the board or place out of commis- 
sion any of the vessels now or hereafter en- 
gaged in either of such services. Whenever 
such disposition is made, the Secretary of 
War and Secretary of Navy, respectively, are 
authorized and directed to enter into contracts 
with owners of vessels registered, or enrolled 
and licensed, under the laws of the United 
States, for such transportation as may bé re- 
quired by the Army, Navy or the Marine 
Corps, respectively. Such contracts may be 
for a term of ten years. The board shall fur- 
nish whatever assistance may be necessary in 
the making of such contracts. There is hereby 
authorized to be appropriated such sums as are 
necessary to meet the payments required un- 
der such contracts.

The investor should always consider market- 
ability when buying securities, even though he 
expects to leave his investment undisturbed for 
an indefinite period. There is no way of fore- 
telling when the occasion will arise that will 
demand liquidation. Safety and a satisfactory 
yield are, of course, the two requisites that head 
the list. A security may possess these two rv 
quirements, but not the other, and the investor 
be obliged to forego a desirable security on that 
ground alone. 

In order to overcome the objections of a 
weak market for many sound investments which 
are desirable from other standpoints, and place 
them within reach of the rank and file of in- 
vestors, a number of prominent brokerage firms 
have established “over the counter’ depart- 


ments, This action has greatly increased the 
number of practical investments available to- 
day. 


Preferred and Capital Stocks. 


A list of preferred and capital stocks of 
nationally known companies is given at the foot 
of this column. A good market is maintained 
by leading dealers in unlisted securities, and 
the investor can buy or sell them as readily, 
and to as good advantage, as though they were 
listed on the New York Stock Exchange. A 
short summary of each follows: 

The American Book Company hag been es- 
tablished for a number of years and is engaged 
in the publication and sale of school and college 


text-books. Plants are located in New York, 
Cincinnati, Chicago, Boston and Atlanta. Net 
tangible assets applicable to the stock totm 


$137.97 per share. Dividends have been paid 
as follows: 1908-1912, 6-12 per-cent.; 1913- 
1915, 12 per cent.; 1916-1922, 8 per cent.; 
1922, 60 per cent. stock; 1923, 6 per cent. 
The 1923 rate is equivalent to $9.60 a share 
on the old stock before the stock dividend. 

The American Type Founders Company was 
incorporated in 1892, and acquired at that time 
the leading type foundries in the country. It 
has the largest plant of its kind in the world 
in Jersey City, and also one at Franklin, Mass. 
A new plant is being built at Elizabeth, N.J., 
for the manufacture of printing presses. 
Twenty-five sales offices are operated in the 
United States and Canada. The preferred stock 
is callable at 105 and has equal voting power 
with the common. Dividends have been paid 
regularly since 1902 at the full rate of 7 per 
cent. Earnings in 1923 were equivalent to 
$29.71 a share for the preferred. Net tangible 
assets amount to $282.09 per share. 

The Joseph Dixon Crucible Company was 
originally established in 1827 and incorporated 
in 1868. It manufactures black lead crucibles, 
lubricating graphites, lead pencils, graphite 
paint, stove polish, graphite axle grease, etc. 
At the close of 1922 net tangible assets were 
$161.50 per share. Dividends have been paid 
as follows: 1900-1915, average over 18 per 
cent.; 1916, $50; 1917, $100; 1918, $50; 
1920, $20, and 150 per cent. stock; 1921 tu 
date, $8. 

The New Jersey Zinc Company was estab- 
lished in 1848. Its business consists of the 
mining, manufacture and sale of zine and its 
products.

The Budget proposes and the commit- 
tee recommends total appropriations of 
$1,210,182 for construction work in the 
contineatal United States, the Panama 
Canal and the Hawaiian Islands. This 
will provide for the initiation of construc- 
tion of barracks for a regiment of Infaa- 
try at Fort Benning, Ga.. improving the 
heating system at Fort Sill, Okla., comple- 
tion of water supply systems in the Ha- 
waiian Islands, aad the beginning of a 
storehouse at Gatun, Panama Canal. 

In the very near future Congress will 
be faced with the necessity for increased 
expenditures for constructioa of perma- 
nent quarters for the Army to replace 
temporary structures now used for the 
housing of a large portion of the Army 
personnel and equipment. At the present 
time approximately 40,000 ealisted men, 
3,100 officers and 10,000 animals are un- 
der temporary shelter, much of which con- 
sists of buildings of war-time wooden con- 
struction in the old Army camps which 
are in bad shape and are rapidly reach- 
ing the poiat where-the expense of keep- 
ing them in use will prove prohibitive. 


AIR SERVICE 


The full amount proposed in the Bud- 
get ig recommended for the appropriation 
for Air Service, Army. This includes a 
direct appropriation of $12,435,000 and 
a reappropriation of $1,399,001.65 from 
the unexpended balance of the 1922 ap- 
propriation. Of this reappropriation 
$399.001.65 will be required for payment 
of obligations incurred during the fiscal 
year 1922, leaving $1,000,000 additional 
for purchase of new equipment in 1925. 
This amount, together with the direct ap- 
propriation of $12,435,000, allows an in- 
crease of approximately $1,000,000 over 
the appropriation for the current year. 

The committee recommends a manda- 
tory provision similar to that carried in 
the current act that not less than $2,- 
646,000 shall be used from this appropria- 
tion for the production and purchase of 
new airplanes and their equipment. This 
amount, together with the $1,000,000 
which it is proposed to reappropriate for 
this purpose from the balance of the 
1922 appropriation, will provide $1,000,- 
000 more than for the current year. 


NATIONAL GUARD 


The committee still adheres to the opin- 
ion expressed last year and the year be- 
fore that the number of mounted and 
technical units in the National Guard 
should be restricted as much as possible, 
and that the expense of maintaining these 
units, both to the state and federal treas- 
uries, is greater than is warranted by 
their military value. The War Depart- 
ment is now working under a plan for the 
expansion of the National Guard which 
contemplates reaching a strength of 250,- 
000 by June 30, 1926; and the committee 
feels that from the standpoints of both 
the state and federal governments this ex- 
pansion should be accomplished ky per- 
mitting the states to organize a larger 
proportion of Infantry and less of the 
more expensive mounted and_ technical 
units. 


ORGANIZED RZSERVE CORPS 


In considering the number of members 
of the Officers’ Reserve Corps to receive 
training next year it should be remem- 
bered that of the total of approximately 
84,000 Reserve officers now commissioned 
about 5,000 are also officers of the Na- 
tional Guard, probably 90 per cent. of 
whom receive training from the National] 
tuard appropriations, so that the actual 
number of Reserve officers who will re- 
ceive training in the next year will be 
approximately 17,000. 

The amounts requested in the Budget 
have been allowed for all items with the 
exception of the appropriation for head- 
quarters, where a reduction of $50,980 is 
recommended, based upon a_= smaller 
amount for divisional and regimental] 
headquarters than is proposed in the Bud- 
get. The committee proposes a limita- 
tion of $100,000 upon the expenditures 
for maintenance of these headquarters, as 


compared with a limitation of $60,000 for 
the current year. 

In addition to the training of commis- 
sioned officers of the Organized Reserves, 
the appropriations in the bill provide for 
the training of 770 enlisted men, the full 
number proposed by the Budget.

MANEUVERS OF BRITISH 
NAVY AROUSE FRENCH 


Continued from page 689 


For the first time in many years, the 
French annual maneuvers of a few years 
ago, instead of fronting towards Germany, 
faced towards the British Channel. While 
the French army is of no special menace 
to Great Britain, except in the event of 
the latter’s attempting to land on French 
soil, French air forces undoubedly consti- 
tute a great danger to England. 

From the French coast their radius of 
action may be as far north as Liverpool 
and Hull—thus including the greater part 
of England and Wales. An aerial control 
of such magnitude would not only threaten 
directly a large proportion of English cities 
and industrial plants, but would also, in 
conjunction with submarines, to a great 
extent, jeopardize ‘the ordinary British 
sea lines of communication. 

In view of the former French maneu- 
vers which demonstrated such a _ vital 
threat to British communications, it is 
logical and natural that the British should 
consider the question of French communi- 
cations, and to solve problems by maneu- 
vers related to the French communica- 
tions with North Africa. 

After all, the British activity in the 
Mediterranean is merely a resumption of 
a naval distribution of British forces 
which had been in effect for more than 
100 years. Previous to and during the 
Napoleonic wars, Great Britain made a 
special point of dominating the Mediter- 
ranean in a naval sense, in order to insure 
the integrity of her communications with 
India and to insure stability for the great 
British trade in the Black Sea and the 
Near Hast. 

She persisted in the same policy up to 
the very eve of the World War, when the 
advent of German and naval power forced 
her directly to abandon the Mediterranean 
and concentrate in the North Sea. Now 
that German naval power is negligible, 
British concentration of naval power in 
the Mediterranean is again the fashion 
and is likely so to continue indefinitely. 

It is but natural that in seeking to per- 
petuate her control in the Mediterranean, 
Britain should gain what advantage she 
ean from her traditional friendship with 
Spain and Italy. 

Yet Great Britain can hardly be sur- 
nrised at the alarm of France. Neither 
ean Britain reasonably expect the French 
to react in a friendly tone to Premier 
MacDonald’s recent letter, so lonz as the 
political trend in the Mediterranean to- 
wards isolation of France is continued.
